FAMOUS  LAST  WORDS  — 
ALUMINUM  DOESN’T  RUST 


Fred  Linn  W9NZF 


(From  WNA  Bulletin,  June,  1980) 

Having  been  directly  and  personal¬ 
ly  involved  with  antennas  and  ,  their 
various  supports  for  40-some  years,  I 
have  grown  to  respect  the  corrosive 
ability  of  Mother  Nature's  "-clean  air" 
when  working  on  exposed  metal  surfaces, 
fill  that  is  necessary  to  complete  the 
electrolytic  composition  of  the  average 
city's  atmosphere  is  a  bit  of  moisture. 

Starting  with  corroded  antenna 
wire  (which  began  life  as  a  bright, 
shiny  conductor),  through  my  3  element, 
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10  meter  beam  (which  had  to  be  cut 
apart  when  I  moved),  to  the  neighbor's 
TV  tower  which  couldn't  have  fallen 
across  my  garage  "Because  it's  aluminum 
and  can't  rust",  I  have  painfully  amas¬ 
sed  a  small  mountain  of  bitter  experi¬ 
ence. 

The  maintenance  of  steel  towers  is 
all  too  familiar  to  bear  repeating 
here,  but  Aluminum  -  Hah!  There's  the 
stuff..  It  can't  rust,  doesn't  need 
paint,  won't  turn  the  house  siding  red, 
and  will  stand  up,  ad  infinitum.  But 
will  it?  Maybe  we  should  examine, this 
neat  concept  to  see  exactly  how  your 
100  footer  will  perform  in  that’  60  m  phi 
wind,  10  years  after  you  have  put  it 
up.  v 

Aluminum  is  corrosion  resistant, 
and  requires  no  extra  protective  coat¬ 
ing  under  most  service  conditions, 
because  an  oxide  skin  quickly  forms  on 
clean  metal  surfaces  laid  bare  by  abra¬ 
sion  -'or  polishing.  Only  under  severe 
conditions,  such  as  exposure  to  alka¬ 
lies,  which  destroy  this  coating,  does 
aluminum  require  surface  protection , 
and  aluminum  readily  accepts-  a  wide 
variety  of  such  coatings. 

On  the  other  hand,  aluminum  is 
very  susceptible  to  galvanic  (or  sacri¬ 
ficial)  corrosion;  Direct  contact  with 
metals,  lower  on  the  electromotive 
series,  will  cause  severe  corrosion  to 
the  aluminum  surface  in  the  presence  of 
an  electrolyte.  Normal  moist  air  is 
electrolytic.,  it  doesn't  have  to  be  a 
moist  sea  breeze.,  it  will  cause  corro¬ 
sion  due  to  battery  action. 

Structural  component, s  such  as 
nuts,  bolts,  washers,  clamps,  straps, 
etc.,  made  from  steel,  lead,  copper, 
brass,  silver  (whew.!),  or  nickel,  for 
example,  cause  corrosion  at  the  contact 
area.  Whenever  such  metals  are  used  in 
construction,  insulate  the  aluminum 
with  paint,  epoxy,  tape,  or  plastic,  at 
the  dissimilar  metal  point. 

A  little  thoughtful  engineering  on 
the  ground  will  save  an  awful  lot  of 
trouble  in  the  air.  It  may  also  save 
you  a  great  deal  of  legal  trouble  and 
liability  problems  in  this  day  of  ever 
ready  law  suits,  petitions,  and  other 
lawyer-related  hassles,  if  your  cor¬ 
roded  aluminum  tower  fails. 


IT'S  A  GOOD  IDEA  -  Check  expiration 

date  on  your  license.  If  you  mail  in  a 
renewal  before  the  expiration  date,  all 
is  OK.  If  you  mail  after  the  expira¬ 
tion  date,  you  are  legally  "off  the 
air"  until  your  renewal  arrives.

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CHALLENGING  CHALLENGER  -  WA9BZW 
WORKS  SHUTTLE  FROM  MOBILE  RIG

(Editor's  note:  Al  worked  the  Space 
Shuttle  Challenger  from  his  mobile.  We 
thought  it  best  if  he  told  you  the  story  in  his 
own  words.  Here  ’tis.) 


Thursday,  August  1,  1985,  was  not  an 
ordinary  day  in  the  Ham  Shack  of  V/A9BZW  in 
Shawano,  Wisconsin. 

At  2:00  p.m.  CDT,  several  of  my  former 
students,  including  K  A9LWN,  who  received  his 
Extra  at  age  12,  and  KA9LWO,  came  over,  as 
well  as  Civil  Air  Patrol  cadets  and  several 
adults,  including  a  reporter. 

The  HF  equipment  was  tuned  to  WA3NAN 
on  14.295  for  the  Challeriger-to-ground 
transmissions,  and  another  HF  rig  was 
interfaced  with  the  computer,  and  busy 
copying  CW  and  RTTY  bulletins  run  from 
Wl  AW. 

Of  course,  the  2-meter  equipment  was 
tuned  to  the  145.55  downlink. 

The  first  signals  heard  from  Challenger  on 
STS-51F  was  the  warbling  sound  of  SSTV  on 
orbit  48.  Ninety  minutes  later,  we  again  heard 
it  loud  and  clear,  with  the  Morse  code 
identifier  "WOO RE  Challenger"  every  so  often. 

I  Friday,  the  same  signals  were  heard;  1 
even  copied  them  in  my  car  once,  coming 
home  from  the  Bonduel  Corn  Roast. 

"I  Some  of  the  SSTV  signals  were  fed  into  my 
computer,  and  1  was  able  to  get  two 
somewhat  recognizable  images  of  the  North 
American  continent. 

Saturday,  August  3,  I  reluctantly  had  to 
attend  a  family  reunion  on  my  wife's  side,  but 
before  leaving,  1  punched  the  latest  Keplerian 
elements,  as  transmitted  by  W1AW  bulletins 
and  WA3NAN,  into  my  computer  to  come  up 
with  possible  times  that  I  might  hear  them. 

The  HF  rig  also  was  mounted  in  the  car,  so 
1  could  keep  tabs  on  the  Challenger  from 
WA3NAN. 

Every  90  minutes,  out  to  the  car  I  went 
to  see  if  anything  was  happening.  I  heard  a 
slight  bit  of  SSTV  once. 

At  8:00  p.m.,  we  were  home  at  my  in-laws, 
one  mile  south  of  the  Sheboygan  Airport,  and 
my  slip  of  paper  for  upcoming  orbit  83  of 


STS-51F  was  circled  several  times  as  being 


a  good  pass  over  our  area. 

At  8:16  p.m.  CDT,  I,  my  daughters  Gwen 
and  Carrie,  and  3  relatives  were  all  huddled 
around  the  2-meter  rig  in  the  car,  tuned  to 
145.55,  and  all  of  a  sudden  we  heard  "This  is 
WOO  RE,  with  John  Bartoe  operating,  as  Tony 
is  busy,  aboard  the  Challenger,  and  I'll  be 
listening  for  30  seconds." 

I  called  once,  no  answer,  called  again, 
no  answer,  and  finally,  after  the  third  call 
from  nxy  car,  he  acknowledged  my  call,  as 
well  as  a  Ham  in  Ohio.  . 

My  mobile  rig  has  no  split  setup,  so  1 
was  frantically  switching  from  one  VFO  to 
another. 


When  the  contact  was  made,  needless  to 
say,  I  almost  jumped  through  the  roof,  and 
the  people  around  me  were  also  very  excited. 
After  I  calmed  down  a  little,  I  got  on  several 
of  the  area  repeaters,  and  other  people, 
including  WB9ICH,  acknowledged  they  had 
heard  him  give  my  call. 

After  hearing  STS-9  many  times; 
including  once  in  my  classroom  on  the  HT, 
and  putting  a  lot  of  effort  into  my 
application  for  the  Teacher  in  Space 
program,  those  few  seconds  made  it  all 
worthwhile.  *  * 

1  just  hope  that  many  of  the  young 
people  look  into  what  Amateur  Radio  is  all 
about.  For  me  and  others,  what  a  way  to 
fulfill  leisure  time  activity  and  relax...  but 
not  Saturday,  August  3,  at  8:17  p.m.

These 
four  QSOs  took  place  on  the  same  orbit,  at 
around  5:20  p.m.  on  August  4,  1985.  Al's 
contact  was  August  3. 

We  understand  that  NASA  may  (and  we 
emphasize  MAY)  make  Amateur  Radio  a  part 
of  every  shuttle  mission.  When  this  might 
happen  is  unknown,  and,  again,  we  emphasize 
this  is  only  a  possibility.

WAUPACA’S  WONDER  -  THE  N9BKJ  RBBS 

The  N9BKJ  RBBS  (Radio  Bulletin. 
Board  System)  is  operating  on  7.085.0 
MHz,  and  is  available  to  anyone  via  the 
access  code;  CR  //N9BKJ  CR. 
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In  addition  to  general  mail,  the 
SYSOP  (Bob,  N98KJ)  tries  to  keep  the 
latest  ARRL  bulletins  and  items  of 
general  interest  to  all  on  the  direc¬ 
tory.  Included  are  articles  from  Badger 
State  Smoke  Signals. 

The  system  is  on  line  24  hours  a 
day,  minus  time  for  file  and  equipment 
maintenance. 

If  a  user  is  unsuccessful  at  ac¬ 
cess  the  first  time,  he  or  she  should 
not  be  discouraged,  as  band  conditions 
and  QSB  are  a  bit  of  a  problem  at 
present.  If  the  system  doesn't  respond 
the  first  time,  try  the  command  a 
second  time,  perhaps  try  later  if  QSB 
is  a  problem. 

The  system  is  frequency  locked  on 
its  frequency,  and  a  user  should  be 
within  50  Hz  for  access  and  use.  Peri¬ 
odically,  a  beacon  is  transmitted  for 
tuning  purposes.  However,  the  beacon  is 
only  active  when  a  control  operator  is 
present.

Some  people  race  cars.  Some  race 
radios.  Such  is  the  plight  of  the 
Amateur  Radio  contester. 


Smoke  Signal! 

There  are  a  few  essential  differ¬ 
ences  between  auto  racing  and  con¬ 
testing,  however. 

Auto  racing  requires  a- fast  car,  a 
good  driver j  and  a  racetrack.  .-Con- 
testing  requires  a  rig,  an  operator, 
and  a  contest  to  participate  in. 

The  latter  items  exist  in  almost 
every  Ham  shack.  All  the  average  Ham 
needs  to  do  to  "race  radios"  is  sit  in 
his  "cockpit"  and  operate  one  of  the 
many  "races"  or  contests  that  exist. 

,  Contesting,  in  general,,  gives  an 
Amateur  a  good  excuse  to  build  the  best 
station  possible  within  his  means,  and,, 
to  learn  to  operate  his  station  to  the 
best  of  his  ability.  The  ultimate  test 
of  any  human  activity  is  competition 
with  others  who  enjoy  similar  act  i  vi  -  • 

ties,  and  contesting  is  Amateur  Radio's 
version  of  human  competition. 

There  is  a  lot,  of  talk  going 
around  about  drawing  .young  people  into 
Amateur  Radio.  The  thrill  of  contesting 
is  what  drew  myself  to  Amateur  Radio  at 
age  13,  and,  at  24,  the  thrill  is  no 
less.  _ 

As  another  example,  ■  •  take  Hike 
Taylor,  AC9C,  who  has  won  the  Wisconsin 
850  Party ,, the  last  three  years..  At  age 
16,  Mike  started  subscribing  to  Q5T.  He 
ran  across  the  results  for  the  ARRL 
Novice  Roundup,  and  was  fascinated  by 
the  idea  he  couid  compete  in  a  national 
event  from  his  own  house. 

Mike  got  his  Novic,e  license,  and, 
three  months  later  as  WD9HEY,  came  in 
second  in  the  USA  in  the  NR.  He  has 
been  an  active  Amateur  ever  since. 
Young  people  love  competition,  and  most 
of  those  who  discover  contesting  in 
their  teen  years  remain  active  Hams  for 
many  years  to  come.  ’ 

The  enthusiasm  for  contesting  in 
Wisconsin  is  obvious  when  looking  at 
the  results  for  the  Wisconsin  QSO 
Party.  This  year,  in  state  entries 
totalled  88  logs,  incredible  for  a 
state  QSO  party. 

This  is  due,  in  part,  to  the  ex¬ 
cellent  job  of  administering  the  con¬ 
test  by  the  West  Allis  Radio  Amateur 
Club.  But,  most  of  the  credit  belongs 
to  the  Amateurs  of  Wisconsin,  who  have 
accepted  the  QSO  party  as  a  true  "Party  „ 
on  the  air,"  and  join  in  once  a  year  in 
supporting  Wisconsin  Amateur  Radio. 

One  of  the  most  enjoyable  aspects 
of  the  QSO  party,  and  contesting  in., 
general,  is  competition  among  clubs... 
This  has  spurred  activity  in  the  QSO 
party  for  several  years  now.  Unfortun¬ 
ately,  until  now,  the  area  has  posses¬ 
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sed  no  "wide  area"  contest  club,  such 
as  ,  those  seen  out.  east  and  west  for 
competing  on  a  national  scale. 

Hopefully,  nine-land  will  now  be 
competitive  with  the  best  big  clubs  in 
America,  with  the  creation  of  the 
Society  of  Mi dwest  .Contesters.

The  Society,:  was  formed  in  1985, 
with  a >goal  of  uniting  midwest  contest- 
ers  into  a  competitive  group,  and  pro¬ 
viding  a  soci al  outlet  for  those  inter¬ 
ested  in  contesting.

All  of  us  here  in  Badger  State 
Smoke  Signals  (all  three  of  us! 5  send 
our  sincere  congratulations  to  A1 
Hovey,  WA98ZW,  Shawano,  and  to  Tom 
Young,  KD9FC,  and  his  mother,  Marlene, 
N9ETE ,  and  his  father,  Bob,  N9EGE ,  all 
of  the  Hayward  area.  These  four  fortu- 
nates  all  worked  the  Amateur  station 
aboard  the  Space  Shuttle  Challenger, 
which  landed  in  California  August  6. 

(Late  word  is  that  AJ9U  in  Milwaukee 
also  worked  Challenger.) 

As  you  probably  noted  in  qut  cover 
story,  Al's  QSO  with  John-David  Bartoe 
was  history-making  in  two  ways  -  It  was 
the  first  shuttle  QSO  by  a  Wisconsin 
Amateur,  and  almost  certainly  was  the 
first  Earth  to  Astronaut  Amateur  Radio 
contact  from  a  mobile  on  the  ground. 
The  car  was  on  the  ground,  but  I’m  sure 
that,  after  Bartoe  acknowledged  Al's 
call,  A1  was  not  on  the  ground  for  at 
least  several  hours. 

Al's  contact  came  at  8:17  p.m.  on 
Saturday,  August  3,  while  the  Young 
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family's  contacts  came  at  5:22  p.m.  on 
Sunday,  August  4. 

When  Owen  Barr i gtt ,  •  W5LFL,  made 
the  first  Ham  in  .Space  flight  aboard 
the  Columbia ‘in  late, ;1983,  he  didn't 
work  anyone  in  Wisconsin.  These  four 
contacts  should  make  up  for  lost  time. 

Al's. contact  was  made  on  an  unpub¬ 
lished'  uplink  frequency,  while  the 
Youngs  ’■  accomplished  their  feat  on 
145*03,  one  of  the  four  published  up¬ 
link  channels. 

So  far  as  we  know,  these  four  were 
the  only  Wisconsin  shuttle  contacts 
made  during  this  mission..  If  we  missed 
any,  please  let.  us  know. 

Pore  ole  A1  was  busy  handling 
interviews  from  the  media  for  a  while., 
the  Milwaukee  Sentinel  and  Journal 
(initiated  by  PIO  K9ZZ) ,  AP,  UPI.,  his 
local  newspaper,  one  of  the  Shawano 
area  radio  stations,  and  who  knows  what 
else.  The  UP!  stories  were  carried  here 
in  the  Baraboo  area,  and.  looked  fine. 
This  is  excellent  statewide  PR! 

UPI  also  carried  stories  about  the 
Youngs'  contacts  statewide,  and  they 
looked  good  too. 

Again,  congrats  ’to  all  four  of 

you ! 

A  lot  of  groundwork  goes  into  this 
spacework.  Many  people  and  many  groups 
are  involved  in  getting  Amateur  Radio 
into  Earth  orbit.  Among  those  are  ARRL, 
AMSAT,  a  number  of  manuf acturers,  and 
there  is  one  guy  in  California  who 
works  on  these  projects,  and  who  de¬ 
serves  -  again  -  our  gratitude.

Legal  action  against  8.L.A.R.A.? . .  . 

In  a  suprise  announcement  today,  GLARfi 
and  members  of  that  organizaion  -  Mac 
(N9CXX) ,  A. 0.  (WB9RBC)  ,  Jack  (KB9WD  - 
have  been  named  as  defendants  in  an 
action  filed  in  the  U.S.  District 
Court.  The  suit  claims  that  on  the 
morning  of  March  5,  the  defendants 
illegally  evicted  Ms.  Mouse  from  her 
domicile  causing  great  mental  anguish 
for  which  she  has  had  to  seek  treat¬ 
ment.  The  action  further  states  that 
the  defendants  have,  on  a  number  of 
occasions,  employed  the  use  of  chemical 
toxins  and  “hit"  cats  to  eliminate  her 
f ami  1 y * s  presence.

NEW  20  KHZ  SPLIT  WARS  .  ■_ 

(From  GEA'RVAKf  Bulletin,  Spring,  1985) 

The  Ohio  Repeater  Owners  and  Op¬ 
erators  Association  (0R00A)  has  an¬ 
nounced  that  it  will  erect  physical 
barriers  at  the  state  line  to  prevent 
VHF  and  UHF  signals  from  entering  Ohio 
if  the  neighboring  states  of  Indiana, 
Michigan,  Kentucky,  West  Virginia,  and 
Pennsylvania  adopt  the  20  KHz  spacing 
band  plan  on  two  meters. 

Ohio,  which  owns  the  rights  to  15 
and  30  KHz  spacing,  “does  not  intend  to 
adopt  the  new  band  pi  an, "  said  Arriie 
Fertz,  president  of  0R00A. 

To  combat  the  new  band  plan,  0R00A 
"will  do  whatever  is  necessary  to  pre¬ 
vent  unauthorized  signals  from  entering 
Ohio,”  Fertz  said.  "If  we  have  to 
string  an  aluminum  mesh  curtain  com¬ 
pletely  around  Ohio,  we'll  do  it!"  he 
exclaimed.
